But however, becauſe the deſcription he gives of the Equivacal- 
neſs of the word Worſhip, contains ſome things remarkable, and 
that there is alſo in it a dark intimation of his mind, which will 
give ſome occafion to ſtate and handle the caſe to better purpoſe, 
I ſhall recite his words, and proceed vpon them. 

He faith, © This. one and the ſame word I/orſhip, ſignifies very 
« different conceptions, and almoſt as many ſorts of Reſpect,' Ho- 
« nour and Veneration, as there. are different degrees of. Excel- 
* lency inthe World. There's an Honour due to Parents, Magi- 
* ſtrates, Kings, called Worſhip. To Martyrs and. Saints, which 
«js likewiſe called worſhip, and therefore St. Auguſtin ſays ekpreſ- 
* ly ; We worſhip the Martyrs with that worſhip of Love and Scciety, 
&* with which even in tha Life Holy men of God are worſhipped 
«© There's again a certain Reverence and ſuitake Reſpe due toſome 
<«. things, which have an,eminent Relation to God and his Service, 
* (as the Anſwerer confeſſes ) ſuch are the Bible, the Images of 
* Chriſt, &c. And this certain Reverznce and Reſped, is term'd 
«* tkewiſe Worſhip 3 ſo Its properly ſaid colere Imaginem, & colere 
*« Epangelia, There's an Honour in fine due toGod, called by 
* the ſame word Worſhip, in/Greek, Latria, as St. Auguſtin has it, 
*.c. To the ſame purpoſe is his colleCtion, c. 6. p. 47, 48. 

In this diſcourſe of his I obſerve 

1. That he ſuppoſeth the Engliſh word Worſhip, and the Latin 
words Cultzs and Adoratio, to be wholly ok role and fo-not de- 
termined to any particular fence by cuſtom or uſe among them- 
ſelves. But this is only for the ſake of ſome relief he finds at pre- 
ſent by it: For at other times, when they are charged with ado- 
ring and'worſhipping Images, they accuſe us of Miſrepreſentation, 
and plead, rhat they Venerate them, but Adore none but God 
only.So our Author in the firſt place begins with this as a main part 
of the CharaFer of a Papiſt Repreſented, That he Worſhips and Adores 
only one God, This diſtinCtion betwixt us , is indeed without any 
fufficieat reaſon or good authority, but however this they _—_—_ 
when 
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when. there is an occaſion for it.' And when there is an occafion on 
our. part, We are toremeinber our Author makes no difference be- 
twixt them. ; 

2+ He makes the formal reaſon of aſl worſhip to be an exceNency 
in the thing worſhipped. This is indeed true of Honour ; but as 
much as Worſhip differs from Honour, ſo far ſhort is exce//&:cy 
from being the ſole and proper reaſon of Wor ſhip. So it's determi-

different kinds of Worſhip can proceed. only from different kinds - 


of excellency in the ſeveral objects. As for example, Civil Worſhip 
and Divine, are different kinds of Worſhip, and they are differenc 
kinds, not becauſe the excellencies in the objects differ in degree, 
but in kind alſo. So St. Auguſtin (as quoted by our Author, only 
his c. 2. ſhould be 21.) allows a Worſhip of of love and ſociery for 
Martyrs, with which holy men in this life are worſhipped, whoſe heart 
i prepared to ſuffer as much for the truth of the Goſfel : When at the 
ſame time he denied Religions worſhip to be given to them. For as he 
elſewhere ſaith, Let not the worſhip f dead men be any part of our Re- 
lizion. ———They are to be honoured for imitation, not adored for Reli- 
gion, For the change of their condition did not alter their nature, 
men they were ſtill, though Saints-triumphant, and fo were only 
capable of an honour of love and fellowſhip. not of adoration, 
4..1 muſt take leave upon my own account to charge him with 
another miſtake, when he further faith, There « a certain reverence 
and ſuitable reſpe, which have an eminent relation to God and his 
Service ( as the Anſwerer confeſſes) ſuch are the Bible, the Images of 
Chriſt, &c. By joyning of which two together, the Bible and Ima- 
ges, he ſeems to infinuate, as if the Anſwerer allows the ſame re-

Asto the latter, the Anſwerer thinks he hath alſo reaſon tocom- 
plain of this Authors confounding theſe two together, the Bible and 
Images, fince he had prov'd they were not of the ſame kind;and thac 
the things which have an eminent relation to God and his Service , 
if they come not up to the aforeſaid definition of ani Image , and 
do both repreſent, and are ſer up for Religious worſhip, are nor 
concerned in the diſpute. n 

But though this may ſerveas a Reply to what he has offer'd on 
this ſubzeft, yet becauſe I may from hence take occafion to anſwer 
what-he requires, and to explicate the nature of Religiaus wor- 
ſhip, I ſhall endeavour to ſhew more fully and particularly,the di- 
ſtinction betwixt the Veneration and Reſpect we fhew, and hold: it 
lawful co give to ſuch things as have thus an eminent relation to 
God and his Service ; and that Worſhip which is given and allow- 
. ed, and required to be given to Images in the Church of Rome. 

in the ficit Anſiver | ſhew'd, Tar ap Image (in the preſent caſe) 
is an external and wiſivle repreſentation of ſome Divine or Glorified Be- 
mg (ſuch as Ged, the Blefſed-Trinity, Angels and Saints) ſet up, by In- 
ſtitution, Conſecration, &e. for receiving Religions Honour and Wor- 
ſa-p. To this our Author hath made no Reply, and confequently [ 
rake it for granted. And he that grants this, muſt then alſo grant, 
that theſe things waich are not thus Repreſented,nor are thus ſet-up 
as objects of Religious worſhip,are neither Images, nor of the fame 
kind with Images, and therefore the Reſpect ſhew'd to the one and 
the other,mult be as d-ff: r2nc as the things. It's true,as he ſuggeſts, 
thatan Image in their Church is conceived to have an eminent Re- 
Jation to God and his Service; bur then that Relation is not the 
foie reaſon, nor the true formal reaſon of the worſhip given to it;for 
thenall things having t1e ſame Relation might pretend to the ſame 
\Vorſhip, and the ible from that Relation, it hath to God and his 
Serv.ce, m'girt ſure expect as mucin Veneratiqn as an lmage. Bur 
an {mage beyond tis Relation, is an Image by Repreſentation and 
$u >{t:tution ; and being in the ſtead of the Prototype, or perſon 
tierevy repreſented is to receive that honour and worſhip which 
beiongs tot in that Capacity, and would belong to the perſon

And this is the Reaſon, why Az or Before, or To an Image, are 

here one and the ſame; becauſe the Image ſtanding in the place 

of the Prototype, and being in conception one and the fame with 

it, it receives the Worſhip belonging to the Prototype. And 
therefore, as to Worſhip and Bow down , and pray before the Pro- 

totype , if aCtually preſent, is the ſame as worſhipping , bowing 

and praying to him; ſo the [mage being chus, the Proxy and Re- 
preſentative of the Prototype, the bowing and praying before, is 

the ſame with the bowing and praying to. So that he that ſaith 

he Worſhips or Prays before an Image as thus Repreſerted and 

Subſtituted in the room of the Proto:ype, means the ſame with 

him that declares he Worſhips and Prays to the Image: And he 

that on the other ſide faith, he Worſhips or Prays before an 

Image, and not ro.it , doth ſo far deny it to be a Repreſenter. Up- 

on which reaſon it is,that they that thus held in che Church of Reme, 

have been eſteem'd to ſpeak dangerovſly, and that hath been 

thought an Opinion next to Hereſyit ſelf. And nowyſfince our Author 

has yielded to afid before to be one, let him no longer complain 

of Miſrepreſentation, when we charge them with Worſhipping and 

Praying to Images. © But then to return to the Point, if this is the 

notion of an Image, then wehave an apparent Diſtinttion, between 

things that have only an Eminent Relation to God and his Ser- 

vice, and an Image: And therefore, before this Author can pyn 

them together, or vindicate his having ſo joyn'd them, he muſt 

either prove that the Bible , and Things of the ſame nacure , 

do thus repreſent, and are thus ſubſtituted in the room of ſome y- 
Prototype, as Images are, or elſe thar Images are no ſuch Re- 
prefentatives. And this would have been much more worth 

his while, than to read Dr. Stilingfleets Book , for ſo material 

an Obſervation, as that he makes Bowing at rhe Name of Feſus, and cy, , », 6, 
it , to be ſame.

ed with rhe perfe&@ Picture of his Face upon it. Such are again 
the Sindons or Linnen-Cloths in which Chriſts Body was wrapt, 
that have imprinted upon then the Stature, the Make, the Parts, 
the Wounds of his Body, and which are pretended tobe kept at 
91 BY Beſargmm and Turin, and are the Subject of a Book wrote by Chifle- 
Chiſt.ib c. 30. ,,;. Theſe and the like as it's determined, are to be worſhipped 
not only by Virtue of che Repreſentation which they have in 
common with other Images and PiCtures of Chriſt, but alſo in 

regard of the Contaft of his Body.

If they 
are conſecrated for that purpoſe, and after Conſecration are in- 
dued with, or are the means by which Perfons-are indued with 
the Vertnes and Graces prayed for in their Conſecration. If
